• THE OLDEST student activity 
at the University is. back on campus 
today after an Inactive spell of 
more than twenty years. The 130- 
year-old Enosinlan Society was 
granted provisional recognition by 
the Student Life Committee last 
Wednesday. > 

The Society' which fosters intra- 
mural and intercollegiate debating 
was established in 1821 at Col- 
umbian College, the forerunner of 
the George Washington University. 

President James Madison, the 
Marquis de Lafayette, Washington 
Irving and Daniel Webster were 
honorary members of the group 
in Its early years. The Society 
observed Its centennial at the Uni- 
versity In 1921 with a formal 
banquet. 


As well as supporting debating, 
the group began the Enoslnian 
Bee, a news journal, ill 1822 and 
continued it for more than 50 
Hatchetless years. 

The group became Inactive in the 
mid-1920's and was succeeded by 
the University Debate Team, the 
Colonial Forensic Society and other 
debating groups. Post-war re- 
surgence of GW’s debating fortunes 
led to the revival of the Enosinlans, 
according to Vice-President Marvin 
Cohen.

Draft 'Overcomplication 
Explained by Hershey 


• “OVER - COMPLICATION" 
instead of “over-simplification," 
in the student classification pro- 
gram may be the reason behind a 
great deal of the misunderstanding 
concerning it in the mfcids of some 
of Its evaluators. 

Major General Lewis B. Hershey, 
Director of Selective Service made 
that observation recently. 

“Logically,” General Hershey 
said, “much emphasis has been put 
on the fact that under the mandate 
of Congress we drew up a plan call- 
ing for the deferment of a limited 
number of college students to con- 
tinue their training In scientific, 
technological and professional 
fields, but in discussion of that 
point another point seems to have 
been overlooked. That point Is this: 


Congress also made provisions for 
the deferment or exemption of boys 
in many other classifications. These 
include veterans of World War II, 
ministers and ministerial students, 
married men, including fathers, 
and men with other dependents, es- 
sential agricultural workers, essen- 
tial occupational workers and 
others. 

“The important thing is that we 
have deferred in all classifications 
—Including those I have mentioned 
— 5,247,000 young men. 

Mr " idea seems to have gotten 
abroad in some quarters that we 
are inducting everybody except stu- 
dents between the ages of 19 and 
26. That misconception may be dis- 
pelled in a very few words."

One More Chance 


On Other Campuses 


A LTHOUGH PERMANENT status has been 
granted to Colonial Boosters, the group still 
laces a difficult job in its promotion ol enthus- 
iasm at GW sports events. A new constitution, 
drafted by a special Student Life sub-committee, 
gets its baptism of fire tonight when eight 
Booster Board members will be chosen from 
the thirty students that petitioned for office. 

The constitution is tailor-made to fit Boost- 
ers’ needs and history. First, the old require- 
ments that made officers of other important stu- 
dent activities also officers of Boosters have been 
wisely scrapped; students who applied for the 
new board were warned that the job would take 
considerable time. Despite the warning, so many 
students petitioned that the sub-committee's 
choices should be excellent. 

Furthermore, the students who do not qualify 
for board posts may be of service as assistants. 
The constitution provides that only assistants 
to the board will be eligible for promotion. This 
gqle may help to achieve the much-desired con- 
tinuity of knowledge that Boosters has seemed 
to lack ih; tht past/ j 

A definite /tie-in with faculty and alumni is 
sorely needed by a group such as Boosters and 
the review committee seems to fulfill the nec- 
essity. This review committee will not initiate 
action on Booster policy but will have the right 
to veto actions by the board. This negative side 
of the review committee can’t be overlooked. 
But the positive benefits of a strong alliance of 
students, alumni, and faculty are far more in- 
tegral to success. 

The possible inadequacies of the chairman of 
Boosters will be forestalled by a novel election 
arrangement ; the chairman will be chosen on 
a two-month pro- tern basis. At the end of the 
period, he will be subject to a "vote of confi- 
dence” by the board. Falling to gain permanent 
approval, he may resign "without prejudice” or 
may move down to one of the specific jobs on 
the board. The procedure should be helpful in 
weeding out persons who, for lack of time or 
initiative, can not do tjie required job. 

While we do not think that paper regulations 
can solve many past problems, we think that 
the special subcommittee has done a careful, 
conscientious, and highly commendable job. 


Dead Giveaway

DYING STUDENT GOVERNMENT 

• A CASE OF SLOW death is enveloping In student 
government at the University of Virginia, according 
to the Cavalier Daily. The Student Council is allow- 
ing the administration to run away with the govern- 
mental ball. 

During the year the council has avoided publicity 
from the Cavalier, despite offers of as much space as 
is needed in the paper. Requests that the council 
minutes be available to the students have een 
Ignored. The usual answer from a council member 
when asked what happened at a council meeting is, 
“Oh, nothing went on in particular.” 

Says th* Cavalier: “We do not charge the council 
with ‘do-nothingism’. We do call the council's at- 
tention to the fact that if student government is to 
be effective here a far more dynamic type at leader- 
ship must be forthcoming than has been in evidence 
this semester. The administration is far more likely 
to be impressed by an alert council backed by 
aroused students than by a group of fourteen-odd 
men sitting in semi.-seclusion once a week.” 

Each council meeting is open to the public — but the 
public is not encouraged to attend by the council. 

HOPKINS LEADS ACADEMICALLY . \ 

Results of a recent special survey conducted by the 
Southern University Conference among its forty-nine 
member institutions revealed that w Jojms, Hopkins 
leads the group in the number of its liberal’ art de- 
partments adjudged to be “among the best depart? 
ments in the country.” 

Thirteen departments at Hopkins were found to be 
outstanding, ten at the University of North Carolina, 
five at Duke, two at thu University of Virginia, and 
one each at Emory University, and the Universities 
of Tennessee and Texas. The suryey did not include 
professional or technological departments. It covered 
the academic year 1949-50 and the rating was based 
on graduate work. 

HIGHER EDUCATION— LOWER EXPENSE 
A plan for revamping American higher education 
to give better education at lower expense was re- 
cently presented by Dr. Raymond Walters, president 
of the University of Cincinnati. 

Each college facult; according to pr. Walters, 
should start with a clean slate, doing away with de- 
partmental programs that have developed by tradi- 
tion. Instruction should be more specialized for the 
upper two or three years. Since higher education is 
“fundamentally self-education, have upper-class stu- 
dent— freshmen alone excepted— do more work on 
their owpi: reading the great books, the master- 
pieces in their fields; working Laboratory experi- 
ments, carrying out assigned projects or cooperative 
jobs. * 

As a final new step, let there be k decrease In the 
number of required class meetings weekly, even 
though this may at first resdlt’ln neaVfer student 
mortality. Following these steps will tesult 1ft i 
better education at a lower cost

She also gave 
two recitals in the city, one at the 
Department of Agriculture Audi- 
torium on Pan American Day, and 
another at the Brazilian Embassy. 
She also completed two broad- 
casts with the U. S. Air Force on 
a national hook-up, and with the 
Voice of America for the Latin 
American countries. 

At the Embassy Room of Wash- 
ington's Hotel Statler, where she 
had a successful two-week engage- 
ment, Miss Bueno sang in match- 
less French, English and, of course, 
Portugese, her native language. 
Wh^n asked why she did not sing 
more Spanish songs, she explained 
In flawless English: 

“I have some beautiful Spanish 
songs of Latin America in my 
repertoire, and I love to sing them 
when requested.” She added, how- 
ever, that "a very special aim” in 
her professional career "is to show 
American audiences that Brazilian 
music is not the Samba only.” She 
pointed out that Brazil also pos- 
sesses "a wealth of exquisite native
